millions a year, and -our borrowed 
money two hundred millions a year 
making a total of six hundred and fifty 
millions a year. 
We cannot by any 


possible means pay out more than five 
hundred millions a year, because that 
covers all the government expenses, in- 
cluding the interest on the debt. 
The 


remaining one hundred and fifty mil- 
lions in the treasury, in the form of 
greenbacks and Sherman notes, cousti 
tutes a borrowed surplus and absolutely 
retires that amount of those notes con- 
trary to law. 
We say contrary to law, 


because they could not thus be called 
into the treasury but by that unlawful 
issuance of bonds. An increase in rev- 
enue would only increase the amount 
of notes so retired.

Appointment or B. C. Bratt City Engineer 


Confirmed by Council. 


The Third Street.Sewer Onestion EoT)* Up 


Apain—Anflerson Fee Kin Still in

Pigeon Hole—What About a New 


Engine House In the Court House 


Yard'?—Cinder for Street*. 


Council jogged along at a very lively 


pace for trwo hours and a half last even- 
ing. Considerable business of a routine 
nature \vas disposed of. Long-drawn- 
out speeches and heated discussions over 
trivial matters seems to be looked upon 
Avith disfavor by the new board of ald- 
ermen. Mr. Huber cut" short the city 
solicitor at one fell stroke last night, 
but outside of that, there \vas no 
bandying of compliments. 
The new 


members have not adjusted their fight- 
ing armor yet. 
Indications are that 


some of them will be content to go on 
record as silent members. When Clerk 
Adams started in to read his minutes, 
there were only three members absent, 
but before ho finished, all were in their 
places except Messrs. Winter and La- 
bold. 
The minutes seemed unusually 


long and dull, and despite the efforts of 
the elocutionary clerk, his audience 
listened with but poor attention. 
It 


was a little interesting to note how the 
different members passed away the 
time during the clerk's occupancy of 
the floor. Prof. Huber, interrupted by 
frequent questions by his colleagues, 
was trying to spin a yarn with a news- 
paper man. 
Berthold fidgeted about 


in his place and amused himself by 
drawing a diagram of a dilapidated 
and worn out gutter he was soon to 
call attention to. Gims fastened a 
steady eye on the group around the 
clerk's table. 
Neill joined Harry Bau- 


non and Fire Chief Williamson - in a 
corner consultation. 
Selby tilted his 


chair back and smiled at the crass 
credulity of the new members. Kellar, 
Bratt and Lynn were all attention, and 
leaned forward in their seats to see 
that the clerk made no blunders in his 
reading. 
Osborne played with a piece 


of paper and looked dignified. 
Men-ill 


turned in his chair to listen to Huber's 
story. Connolley alone" paid marked 
attention and seemed to be interested 
in the minutes Richter sat at his lit- 
tle desk and figured in his little book 
the price of horse feed for the coming 
month Solicitor Woodrow admired his 
new tile, and President Turley glanced 
off and on from the governing rules 
and by-laws of council, spread out on 
bis desk, to a bug that buzzed threaten- 
ingly in the corner above his head. 
When the clerk flushed his seven pages 
of record, Turley brought the gavel 
clown sharply, and all was attenton. 


CHAP. I.—BUSINESS BEGINS. 
Petitions were called for, and Mr. 


Neill presented a plat of the Hutchins 
addition and moved a recess of five 
minutes to be taken to allow members 
to examine. Two minutes were taken. 


An ordinance to accept plat made by 


Nora H. Franklin, guardian of Cor- 
nelia M. Hut-chins, of second Hutchius 
addiitou, with streets and alleys all 
properly marked off as they should re- 
main, was read. Mr. Osborne asked 
for information of engineer and solici- 
tor. 
Both thought it O. K. 
It passed 


to third and final reading and was 


unanimously. 


Clerk Adams presented the claim of 


the city marshal and mayor for unpaid 
bill of costs for sending prisoners to the 
Cincinnati workhouse, which the coun- 
ty^commissiouer had refused to act up- 
on*. 
The bills were §21.80 each for 


Fred Stemshorn and wife, and §25.50 
for landing Honey Pylcs on the Queen 
City stone pile. 
The matter was re- 


ferred to the committee on law and 
claims. 


The schedule of $553.77 was read. 


Mr. Neill asked about the bill for .$50 
rent presented by Mr. Overturf. The 
clerk explained that it had been cus- 
tomary to pay in advance. Mr. Huber 
made motion only to allow the amount 
for one quarter. Solicitor Woodrow 
volunteered information and was set 
down upon. Huber's motion passed, 
and the schedule was allowed. 


Mr. Gims presented a bill of $10 


from Prod Reiuiger for lot used for 
city pound. 
Mr. Conuolley called at- 


tention to the practice of having bills 
presented in irregular order, and for 
that reason voted against allowing the 
bill. 
The bill was allowed. 


The engineer asked for an assistant to 


be hired at $75 a month, a level man 
at S2 a day, and two rodraen at $-5 a 
mouth. 
On motion of Mr. Huber, the 


necessary assistance called for was 
granted. Mr. Bratt named W. H. Jen- 
kins as his assistant deputy to take 
charge of the Market street work. Sam 
Harper, as level man, and Frank Alger 
and Jas. Stephensou as rodmen were 
named by the engineer and their ap- 
pointment confirmed by council. They 
are to be employed for two months. 


Clerk Adams called attention to the 


matter of bids for die sale of $20,000 
city bonds: would open June 1st, and 
on motion of Mr. Huber, the finance 
committee was authorized to rf-ceive 
open bids and award to highest bidder. 


Mr. Hnber asked where the Ander- 


son attorney fee bill had drifted. When 
told that further time was needed, a 
little "Ah!" escaped the Professor. 
He said something about interest ac- 
cumulating. 
THE TIME TO TALK OF STREETS. 
i Mr. Gims read a contract entered in- 
to between the city and Messrs. Kelley 
and Monroe for the paving of Market 
street. Bond in the sum of §5,000 for 
the carrying out of conditions was 
presented and accepted. Jas. W. New- 
man and M. Stauton were named as 
sureties. The contract, as read, was 
approved after a word from the engi- 
neer and solicitor to the effect that it 
was O. K. 


Grades were ordered established in 


rvro alleys, one east and the other west 
of Offnere street, between Ninth and 
Tenth. 


J. F. Davis was granted permission 


to put in a drain in property on the 
corner of Court and Second. 


The Court street gutter, near Third, 


was 'ordered repaired at a cost not to 
exceed .$3. 


The <rutt«r on south side of Fifth 


street, west of Market, was referred to 
the engineer for report. 


The alley west of Offnere, 
from 


Twelfth, was referred to the street 
committee, with power to act 
Ex- 


pense must not exceed £10. 


An alley on Eighth, between North 


Waller and John, was referred to the 
street commitee and engineer to report 
at next meeting. To secure the im- 
provement of this alley is Judge Os- 
borue's leading ambition at present. 


Clerk Adams read a notice served on 


him as clerk of council, ordering re- 
nairs made to sidewalk around Tracy 
park. It stated • that unless the city 


fixed the sidewalk, the solicitor and 
street commissioner would have to 
bring suit against it .It looked like a 
Richter joke, but on second thought, 
the question solved itself- 
It was 


Richter's -way of getting at the matter. 
Mr. Huber moved to refer same to 
street committee and engineer, to re- 
port, condition and cost at next meet- 
ing- 
' The ordinance establishing the grade 
on Offnere, from Gallia to Twelfth, 
passed to third reading and final pas- 
sage. Mr. Osborn presented the ordi- 
nance. 


Mr. Connolley moved that the light 


committee be requested to move poles 
in front of Mr. Kennedy !£ and Mr. 
Wall's property on Chillicothe street 
at the expense of the city. Carried. 
Mr. Berthold wanted.to include pole in 
front of Dauni's butcher shop. It was 
not acted upon. 


The city engineer was instructed to 


bring in a report as to the best way of 
removing poles to make place for awn- 
ings. 


On the opening of Thirteenth street, 


the committee asked for further time. 
Ex-Councilman Ross, a property owner 
in that section, "was allowed to speak a 
few words to council on the. subject. 


The river grade was ordered cleaned 


up by the street commissioner at an 
expense not to exceed $10. 


The street committee was authorized 


to buy two carloads of furnace cinder 
at a cost not to exceed. §25. Mr. Ber- 
t-hold suggested the use of cinder. 
He 


thought it would be cheaper and better 
than limestone for use on the streets. 


Bids on building a branch sewer at 


Sixth and Glover streets were opened. 
R. L. Ferguson bid §45.68; 
Henry 


Helbig, $77; Jacob Bower, $57. The 
contract was awarded to Ferguson, pro- 
vided he furnish $50 bond for perform- 
ance of the work. 


SEWERS, LIGHTS AND FIRE. 
Mr. Merrill wanted to reconsider the 


matter of cutting off parties using the 
Third street sewer for sanitary pur- 
poses. The question was discussed at 
onie length. Clerk Adams reported 
that-he had examined the records and 
could not find a single instance where 
permission had been given anybody to 
use the sewer for sanitary purposes. 
Motion to reconsider was lost. 
On mo- 


tion of Mr. Neill, the time to discon- 
tinue the use of the sewer for sanitary 
purposes was extended ten days. A 
committee was authorized to confer 
with a certain unknown gentleman 
relative to his building a sanitary 
sewer. 


Mr. Huber called attention to the 


poor quality of street-light being furn- 
ished the city. He understood the dy- 
namo power was insufficient, and sug- 
gested that the light committee inves- 
tigate. 


The purchase of a horse for the fire 


department at $80 was approved. Per- 
mission was given the fire committee 
to purchase fifty feet of garden hose at 
a cost not to exceed $7. 


The matter of placing 
two new 


alarm boxes on upper Fifth street was 
referred, to the fire committee. 


Mr. Kellar reported the park in good 


condition. The commitee was author- 
ized to have the grass cut;- twice a 
month as long as needed, at a cost not 
to exceed $9 each time.

ANCIENT JEWELRY. .. 


The Early KgTptiang Were More Artistic 


Than Their Descendants. 


Among the richest of recent archaeo- 


logical discoveries are those afforded by 
the opening of the two brick pyramids 
at Dasluir on tie !Nile, the most south- 
erly of the great chain of Memphian 
pyramids, and of some of the nncient 
tombs surrounding them. The cx- 
ulorers found that the tombs had long- 
agx> been plundered of most of the gold 
and jewels buried with the roya] per- 
sonages for -whom they were construct- 
ed. Fortunately, however, some of 
those precious relics had escaped the 
plunderers, being carefully concealed 
in the tombs '.<', some princesses situ- 
ated on the north side of one of the 
pyramids. 


Here were unearthed three splendid 


breast ornaments, beautifully worked 
in gold, set with cornelian, lapis lazuli 
and turquoise, and covered with human 
figures and tJife curious insignia em- 
ployed by the ancient Egyptians. 


Nothing, perhaps, gives a greater in- 


terest- to these specimens of jewelry 
than the fact that they are far more 
beautiful and artistic in their work- 
manship tihaii similar objects made by 
the Egyptians at a much later time. 
Althoug-h they are not- less than 5,000 
years old. these Dashur jewels ore set 
and finished in a manner that exeites 
the admiration of our 10th century 
experts 


Not less wonderfnl as a specimen of 


the artistic skill of the men who con- 
structed the pyramids is a statue repre- 
senting the king, Ba-Fon-Ab, at tite 
age of about 1C years, which was found 
in a chamber near the sarcophagus 
containing his mummified body. The 
statne is carved out of a hard, almost 
black wood, \\ith great attention to 
detail, every muscle being carefully 
wrought, so that anatomical experts 
have pronounced it a remarkably cor- 
rect represent-r.ion of the human fig- 
ure. 


It is believed that many other not* 
ess interesting discoveries remain to 
3=. made among the tozabs of Dashur.—

GLIMPSE AT THE CHINESE, 


A Resident of Shanghai Tells of Their 


Failings and Tirtnes. 


A very handsome and distinguislied- 


looking gentleman is Mr.•'. ITrancis W. 
Harrell, a former citizen, of Tirginifv, 
but now s. resident of Shanghai, China, 
who, with his wife, is vititing Wash- 
ington. Mr. Hnrrell lived for six years 
in Japan, occupying tlie chair of Eng- 
lish in the leading university of that 
country, and there he met his future 
wife, who was the first child of white 
•parents bom in the mikado's domin- 
ions. Mrs. Harrell not only .speaks 
Japanese like a native, but she is pro- 
foundly versed in the literature of the 
country. Mr. Harrell is now connected 
with, the great shipping firm of N. J. 
Eobinson & Co., and he -comes to the 
United States to contract for some, 
high-power gnus, to be used by the 
Chinese in defending several of their 
important rivers. 


"The Chinese government," said he, 


"is in a bad way, and any organized 
effort to overthrow it, if backed by a 
few capable and determined leaders, 
would doubtless be successful. The 
present dynasty is very unpopular, and 
a great many people were glad because 
of its humiliation by the Japanese. The 
despotic rule of the mandarins has 
deadened all patriotic feeJing. They 
are non-progressive as well as- tyran- 
nical, and block the ways to the open- 
ing of the empire-to railroads, 
tele- 


graph lines and all other accompani- 
ments of civilization. As long as the 
masses can be kept in ignorance their 
power and prestige will be secure. The 
mandarins incited the lower classes to 
the recent massacre of the mission- 
aries, but the instigators were shrewd 
enough to escape punishment them- 
selves." 


"But it will not do to underrate the 


Chinese beca.use of their defeat by a 
smaller nation. With proper military 
organization they would prove a for- 
midable foe to any power on earth. 
The men are brave, and they only need 
training to become first-class soldiers. 


"As a business people they are far 


superior to the Japanese. When n. 
Chi- 


nese merchant g-ivas his word it is 
sacred; there is no use in putting a, 
contract in writing \vhendcalingwith 
them, and if in rare crises one defaulis, 
liis relatives or friends cheerfully com- 
ply with the obligation. On the con- 
trary, the Ja.ps will break their word 
whenever self-interest dictates, and the 
[ 


only way to deal vrith tb>em is by writ- ' 
ten instruments. They are bright and 
clever, but lacking in the.solid aaid en- 
during qualities of the Chinese. 
j 


"Shanghai is one of the most beau- 


tiful and well-kept cities of the east, ' 
and well deserves the title of 'Little 
Paris.' - In some ways it is the most 
peculiar city on earth. The natives ; 
have, a government of their own, and 
'. 


the foreigners are allowed to govern 
themselves. There are large colonies 
of English, Americans, French and '. 
Germa.ns. 


"The prestige of Li Hung Chang has 


greatly gone down of late, and- the 
coming man of the empire is Chang 
Chi Chung, viceroy of Nankin. He ia 
enthusiastic on the subject of organ- 
izing a great army after the German 
system, and when he accomplishes his 
purpose he could put himself at the 
head of the empire without any 
trouble."—Washington Post,
